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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one 
or more of the same or corresponding special technical features; 

Annex B, Part 1 (a), indicates that the application should relate to only one 
invention, or if there is more than one invention, inclusion is permitted if they are so 
linked to form a single inventive concept. 

Annex B, Part 1 (b), indicates that "special technical features" means those 
technical features which as a whole define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B, Part 1 (c), further defines independent and dependent claims. Unity of 
invention is concern only in relation to independent claims. Dependent claims are 
defined as claims which contain all the features of another claim and are in the same 
category as the other claim. The category of a claim refers to the classification of 
claims according to subject matter, e.g. product, process, use, apparatus, means, etc. 

Annex B, Part 1 (e), indicates the permission combinations of different categories 
of claims. Part 1 (e(l)) states that inclusion of an independent claim for a given product, 
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an independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 

product, and an independent claim for use of the said product is permissible. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a particulate titanium dioxide. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-10, drawn to a process of making particulate titanium. dioxide. 

Group III, claim(s) 11, drawn to a coating composition comprising titanium dioxide. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12, drawn to a plastic molding comprising titanium dioxide. 

Group V, claim(s) 13 and 14, drawn to a cosmetic composition comprising titanium 
dioxide. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature as defined by the first claim is particulate titanium dioxide. This is a known 
product as is described in US 5332433. "... The particulate titanium dioxide product is 
recovered from the reaction effluent ..." (See column 2, Lines 27-28). "In the inventive 
method, the dispersed titanium dioxide material is wet milled such that (a) substantially 
all of the titanium dioxide material passes 15 micron and (b) at least 30% by weight, but 
no more than 70% by weight, of titanium dioxide material has a particle size smaller 
than 0.5 micron." (See column 5, Lines 7-11). Since no special technical feature exits, 
there is no Unity of Invention. 
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Election 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Anthony Zelano on 02/01/2007 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
